REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  DIRECTORS  FOR  THE  YEAR 

1895-96. 

Messrs.: — 

The  organization  of  the  board  of  school  directors  was  contin- 
ued as  last  year,  with  Mr.  Archibald,  chairman  and  superintendent, 
and  Rollin  C.  Stafford,  clerk.  No  special  repairs  have  been  nec- 
essary this  year  on  any  of  the  buildings,  nor  is  it  anticipated  that 
much  expense  for  the  same  will  need  to  be  incurred  the  coming 
year. 

Schools  have  been  maintained  in  the  several  neighborhoods  as 
indicated  in  the  table  below,  six  weeks  more  in  the  aggregate  than 
last  year.  In  the  table  the  weeks  of  school  sustained,  the  number 
enrolled  each  term,  and  the  total  number  of  different  scholars  en- 
rolled in  each  school  are  shown.  At  East  Wallingford  there  have 
been  sev^-al  more  enrolled  for  the  last  weeks  of  the  last  term  than 
are  here  shown,  as  some  have  attended  after  the  close  of  near  by 
schools  who  had  most  of  their  schooling  for  the  year  in  these  other 
schools.

There  is  an  increase  iji  the  cost  of  the  schools  of  the  town  for 
the  year  due  wholly  to  the  fact  that  the  expense  of  books  and  sup- 
plies has  been  placed  upon  the  town.  We  endeavored  to  so  meet 
the  matter  as  to  provide  whatever  was  needful  for  the  schools.  In 
the  line  of  books  for  the  coming  year  it  is  believed  the  expense  will 
be  very  small  if  anything.  In  the  matter  of  supplies,  there  is  not 
enough  experience  to  justify  any  certain  estimate,  but  it  is  thought 
that  it  will  in  no  case  exceed  the  expense  for  that  item  herewith  re- 
ported. In  accord  with  the  act  passed  by  the  last  legislature 
the  directors  have  made  choice  of  books  in  each  subject  as  follows: 
Reading,  Normal  Course,  and  Harper's  Series,  and  selections  for 
supplementary  work.  History,  Montgomery's  series.  Civil  Gov- 
ernment, Mowry's.  Geography,  History  and  Constitution  of  Ver- 
mont, Conant's.  Physiology,  Stowell's  series.  Arithmetic,  Went- 
worth's  Mental,  Milne's  Elements  of  and  Standard.  Grammar, 
Maxwell's  series.  Geography,  Barnes'  series,  and  for  special  use, 
Appleton's  Lessons,  and  Tilden's  Grammar  School ;  Eclectic  Physi- 
cal. Spelling,  Normal  Course.  Writing,  Normal  Review  System. 
Drawing,  White's  New.  Good  Behavior,  The  American  Citizen. 
The  Normal  Music  Course.  The  total  expense  of  schools  for  the 
second  year  of  the  town  system  was  $4,242.67,  and  the  amount  re- 
ceived for  tuitions,  rent  and  material  sold  during  that  time  was 
$115.46,  leaving  as  the  net  expense  to  the  town  for  the  second

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 

As  required  by  law,  every  school  has  been  visited  at  least  once 
each  term.  The  suggestions  made  and  the  criticisms  that  may 
have  been  given  in  any  instance  do  not  properly  here  find  a  repeti- 
tion. But  this  much  may  be  said,  that  there  is  a  stimulus  to 
teachers  and  scholars  in  expecting  visitation,  and  if  all  those  inter- 
ested in  schools  would  occasionally  look  in  upon  the  several  schools 
nearest  them,  take  note  of  the  methods  pursued,  the  progress 
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made,  the  interest  shown,  it  would  be  a  matter  of  interest  to  those 
so  doing  and  a  helpful  matter  in  the  working  out  of  the  problem 
of  improvement  in  the  common  schools  of  the  town. 

Some  parents  make  a  mistake  in  urging  or  suggesting  that 
their  children  be  advanced  faster  in  their  studies.  Some  seem  to 
think  that  if  only  the  child  is  in  a  larger  book,  he  or  she  is  surely 
getting  on  well,  while  as  a  matter  of  fact  the  old  proverb  make 
haste  slowly"  here  finds  abundant  room  for  application.  To  know 
thoroughly  the  smaller  books,  which  treat  in  a  more  elementary 
manner  of  the  prescribed  studies  is  absolutely  essential  to  any 
proper  appreciation  or  profitable  study  of  the  more  advanced  books. 

There  is  a  decided  improvement  in  the  schools  of  the  town  in 
the  way  of  greater  efficiency,  in  that  the  pupils  are  as  a  whole  tak- 
ing greater  interest  and  are  more  intelligently  directed  in  their 
studies.  There  is  also  a  marked  improvement  in  the  general  disci- 
pline of  the  schools.  Teachers  are  employed  in  the  same  schools 
for  a  longer  .consecutive  time  and  this  results  in  a  better  adaptation 
of  teachers  and  scholars  each  to  the  other.  There  are  some  neigh- 
borhoods also  in  which  a  more  general  support  of  the  teachers  by 
the  parents  has  been  secured.  If  one  never  has  observed  it  he 
would  be  surprised  to  note  how  much  the  prosperity  and  success  of 
the  school  is  affected  by  the  opinions  expressed  at  home  and  in 
general  conversation.  If  there  were  a  more  general  visiting  of  the 
schools  by  the  parents  as  above  suggested,  it  would  have  a  most 
decided  influence  for  good. 

In  the  use  and  care  of  books  and  supplies  furnished  by  the 
town  there  has  been  more  of  care  than  was  generally  expected. 
The  direction  was  given  to  all  teachers  that  no  supplies  should  be 
taken  from  the  school  house  and  text-books  only  on  permission  of 
the  teacher  in  charge.  A  great  part  of  the  labor  involved  in  the 
care  of  what  the  town  furnishes  devolves  upon  the  teacher,  and  if 
her  efforts  are  seconded  by  the  parents  it  will  result  in  a  general 
saving.  The  testimony  of  the  teacher  who  has  had  more  experi- 
ence than  any  other  at  present  employed  in  the  towo,  as  given  to 
the  directors,  is  that  the  books  and  supplies  are  far  better  taken 
care  of  than  formerly,  when  each  pupil  furnished  his  own.  And 
the  expense  in  this  line  should  be  a  small  one  for  the  years  imme- 
diately following.  A  good  school  will  be  a  careful  school  as  re- 
gards the  general  tone  and  actions  of  the  pupils,  and  that  teacher 
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makes  at  best  but  a  partial  success  who  does  not  inculcate  the  duty 
of  obligation  to  care  for  public  things  as  though  they  were  personal 
belongings. 

There  has  been  a  quite  general  expression  from  those  neigh- 
borhoods where  but  thirty  weeks  of  school  have  been  maintained 
that  there  should  be  an  increase  in  the  number  of  weeks  a  school 
is  maintained.  And  it  is  highly  probable  that  it  will  be  found 
possible  to  comply  with  that  request.  At  first  it  was  the  impres- 
sion, and  it  is  in  large  measure  true,  that  owing  to  the  difficulties 
encountered  in  small  children  traveling  in  those  communities  dur- 
ing some  parts  of  the  year,  it  was  impossible  to  have  schools  in 
session  for  the  same  length  of  time  as  others  more  favorably  sit- 
uated. By  changing  the  times  of  the  sessions  of  the  schools  some- 
what it  is  believed  that  an  average  of  at  least  three  weeks  more 
can  be  given  to  those  schools,  making  thirty-three  weeks  in  each 
of  four  schools  which  now  have  but  thirty.  This  will  be  a  better 
equalization  of  the  opportunities  for  instruction  enjoyed  by  the 
pupils  of  the  town,  and  be  a  better  compliance  with  the  spirit  and 
letter  of  the  law. 

The  State  law  at  the  present  time  has  provisions  looking  to 
the  establishment  of  a  course  of  study  in  the  common  schools  which 
shall  make  the  requirements  and  attainments  in  the  several  schools 
more  nearely  uniform.  This  would  result  in  securing  somewhat  of 
the  advantages  of  a  graded  school  for  all  pupils.  To  so  bring  it 
to  pass  will  require  a  hearty  co-operation  and  appreciation  of  the 
advantages  thereof  on  the  part  of  parents  and  scholars.  One  thing 
it  will  necessitate,  a  more  regular  attendance  on  the  part  of  those 
who  now  are  irregular  and  fitful  in  school  attendance.  While 
through  the  enforcement  of  the  truant  law,  in  some  measure,  irreg- 
ularity of  attendance  has  been  in  part  remedied,  it  has  by  no  man- 
ner of  means  all  been  done  away  with  ;  and  it  is  a  fact  patent  to 
any  who  will  investigate  that  there  is  a  far  larger  unnecessary 
absence  from  the  schools  on  the  part  of  those  who  specially  need 
every  opportunity  of  the  school  room,  because  the  parents  are  in 
many  instances  unable  to  provide  the  child  with  the  further  oppor- 
tunities of  schools  at  a  distance,  than  of  those  who  might  reasonably 
be  counted  likely  to  carry  educational  attainments  beyond  what  the 
common  school  furnishes.  And  while  the  heavier  taxpayers  are 
obliged  to  contribute  to  the  maintenance  of  schools,  it  is  surely 
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asking  the  least  that  can  be  thought  of  that  those  who  have  chil- 
dren and  have  taxes  smaller  in  amount,  shall  see  to  it  that  their 
children  are  in  the  schools  provided  by  the  town.  The  common 
schools  are  the  glory  of  our  land,  and  every  child  here  has  the  op- 
portunity to  obtain  the  essentials  of  an  education  for  any  walk  in 
life,  and  if  desirous  of  prosecuting  further  studies  here  has  the 
opportunity  of  laying  the  foundation  of  all  that  is  higher.  Let  us 
prize  and  improve  this  institution,  and  make  it  all  it  should  be.

REPORT  OF   THE    SCHOOL  DIRECTORS  FOR  THE 
YEAR  1896-97. 

To  the  People  ef  Wallingford  : 

In  organizing  the  board  of  School  Directors,  choice  was 
made  of  John  K.  Priest,  chairman  ;  Rollin  C.  Stafford,  clerk. 
John  S.  Tupper  was  chosen  superintendent. 

Expenses  have  been  chiefly  for  teachers ;  supplies  forming  a 
small  part.  In  the  selection  of  text-books  last  year,  it  was  diffi- 
cult to  select  the  right  number  for  the  different  grades,  there- 
fore we  found  it  necessary  to  procure  some  books  for  smaller 
grades,  but  only  a  few  books  have  been  bought. 

No  extensive  repairs  have  been  made,  and  expenses  in  that 
line  will  be  small  for  the  coiling  year. 

The  same  number  of  schools  have  been  maintained  as  here- 
tofore under  the  town  system.    Two  weeks  were  added  to  each 
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of  the  following  schools  for  the  year:  Sweetland,  Oenfcerville, 
Sprague,  and  West  Hill.  Generally  speaking,  the  attendance 
has  been  good.  We  earnestly  request  parents  and  others  inter- 
ested in  schools  to  visit  them  often,  become  acquainted  with  the 
teachers,  and  the  rules  and  methods  in  use.  They  will  get  a 
better  understanding  of  the  intentions  of  the  present  school  law, 
whether  it  be  right  or  wrong,  and  they  will  find  less  cause  for 
complaint.  And  above  all  else,  see  that  your  children  attend 
school  as  regularly  as  possible. 

One  director  is  to  be  chosen  at  the  March  meeting,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  all  realize  the  importance  of  a  wise  selection.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OP  SCHOOLS. 

Herewith  I  have  the  honor  to  present  you  my  report  as 
superintendent  of  the  public  schools  of  this  town  for  the  past 
year.  I  have,  as  the  statute  directs,  visited  each  school  once 
during  each  term  taught.  My  observation  leads  me  to  believe 
that  good  work,  as  a  rule,  has  been  performed  by  both  teachers 
and  scholars.  The  difficulties  that  appeared  to  arise  from  the 
necessary  change  from  the  old  law  to  the  new  have  in  a  large 
degree  been  overcome,  and  all  connected  with  our  schools  seem 
to  be  working  with  fair  accord  under  these  new,  and  not  long 
since,  untried  conditions.  In  my  visitation  upon  the  different 
schools,  I  have  noticed  a  commendable  increase  of  interest  on 
the  part  of  teachers  as  well  as  scholars.  I  have  reason  to  be- 
lieve, and  do  believe,  that  there  has  been  good  advance  in  schol- 
arship in  every  school  in  town.  Especially  has  this  advance- 
ment been  noticed  during  the  last  term  in  all  our  largest  schools 

Teachers. — T  feel  called  upon  to  commend  the  directors 
for  the  success  they  have  attained  in  securing  at  reasonable 
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prices  for  their  services  good,  competent,  able  instructors  in 
nearly  all  our  schools.  In  some  few  instances,  scholarship  was 
not  as  thorough  as  should  be  desirable,  or  the  methods  of  disci- 
pline used  all  that  could  have  been  wished.  A  change  of  teacher, 
with  a  resultant  change  of  methods  of  instruction  and  of  disci- 
pline, will  sometimes  ruffle  the  spirit  of  harmony  that  should 
exist  between  teacher  and  scholars .  With  the  exercise  of  patience 
on  the  part  of  both  teacher  and  scholar,  and  perhaps  might 
be  added  in  some  instances,  of  parents,  all  parties  may  learn 
to  know  each  other  better,  to  understand  the  various  natuies 
that  underlie  the  actions  of  each,  and  thereby  judge  more  fully 
the  proper  course  that  should  be  taken  in  order  to  secure  desirable 
results.  Most  of  the  teachers  have  been  painstaking  and  interested 
in  the  advancement  of  their  work  and  the  scholarly  progress  of 
their  pupils.  In  only  one  instance  have  I  felt  that  the  teacher's 
work  was  of  little  or  no  benefit  to  the  scholars  in  attendance. 
In  that  case,  the  directors  corrected  the  difficulty  by  a  change  of 
teacher  as  soon  as  practicable.  Frequent  change  of  teachers  in 
our  public  schools  should  not  be  encouraged,  where  the  scholar- 
ship of  the  teacher  is  sufficient  and  the  methods  of  instruction 
are  both  thorough  and  able,  unless  the  teacher  is  so  lax  in  the 
matter  of  discipline 'as  to  render  ineffective  the  work  of  scholar- 
ship or  correct  methods  of  instruction. 

Attendance. — During  the  past  year  the  attendance  of  the 
scholars  has  increased  in  some  schools  and  diminished  in  others. 
Increase  of  attendance  is  apt  to  follow  as  the  result  of  an  in- 
crease of  interest  on  the  part  of  both  teacher  and  scholars. 
Much  also  depends  upon  the  interest  which  parents  themselves 
take  in  the  efficiency,  as  well  as  the  necessity  of  our  public 
schools.  If  they  could  but  realize  the  benefits  that  such  schools 
are  to  their  children,  they  would  be  less  willing  to  excuse  their 
tardiness  and  non-attendance  upon  these  important  and  useful 
institutions  of  our  commonwealth.  The  exercise  of  parental 
authority  or  influence  in  such  a  matter  ought  to  be  resorted  to 
more  frequently  than  it  is  in  many  cases  found  to  be.  No 
scholar  can  be  thorous^h  in  his  work,  keep  in  touch  with  the 
rest  of  his  class,  or  achieve  good  results,  who  is  frequently  ab- 
sent from  his  recitations. 
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Public  Property. — I  have  noticed  no  wanton  waste  or 
damage  of  the  public  property,  which'  by  the  statute  has  been 
recently  placed  in  the  hands  of  teachers  and  scholars.  Con- 
tinued carefulness  in  this  respect  is  both  hoped  for  and  expected. 
I  have  heard  no  complaint  that  the  amount  of  supplies  was 
otherwise  than  ample  and  sufficient. 

iNSTRUCTioisr. — Among  the  studies  which  the  law  provides 
shall  be  taught  in  our  public  schools,  I  have  noticed  especial 
proficiency  in  the  primary  work.  Newer  methods  are  taking 
the  place  of  old,  which  seem  to  fix  the  interest  of  the  young 
pupil,  and  thereby  encourage  his  advancement.  I  have  been 
very  much  interested  in  my  visits  upon  the  primary  department 
of  our  graded  school.  The  care  and  oversight  displayed  by  the 
teacher  over  her  pupils,  together  with  the  attentive  interest 
shown  by  these  young  scholars  in  the  performance  of  all  the  ex- 
ercises of  their  department,  is  a  charming  picture  of  what  may 
be  accomplished  by  faithful  and  earnest  work  of  the  teacher, 
aided  by  the  special  power  which  she  exercises  in  winning  their 
respect  and  esteem.  I  wish  parents  and  friends  would  more 
frequently  visit  this  department  in  order  to  witness  this  object- 
lesson  of  good,  faithful  work  and  its  results.  In  the  higher 
grades  no  better  instructors  need  be  looked  tor  than  those  who 
now  are,  or  have  recently  been,  employed.  In  all  the  large 
schools  of  the  town  the  teachers  have  put  good,  earnest  work  into 
these  advanced  studies.  Especially  is  this  fact  noticeable  in  the 
graded  school,  where  thorough  work  of  instruction  is  being  used 
for  the  advancement  of  the  interests  of  the  school.  I  may  not 
approve  of  all  the  methods  put  in  force,  but  on  the  whole  must 
acknowledge  that  if  there  is  any  lack,  it  does  not  arise  from  a 
want  of  hard,  earnest  work  and  painstaking  application  on  the 
part  of  most  of  the  teachers  in  the  public  schools  of  this  town.
